LETTER FROM A MISSIONARY 


Dear praying friend, 

It’s so good to be back again on our tropical island of Curacao. We’ve 
had time to be pretty well settled in our home and back into the work. 
Though there is some preaching and teaching, my assignment is printing 
Papiamento literature and doing the bookkeeping for the literature produc- 
tion ministry. ; ‘Sri 

As returning missionaries we ara delighted at the condition of the work. 
TEAM has three churches on the island with an excellent national pastor 
and a competent missionary staff. The attendance at the three churches is 
good. Each church has at least one extension Bible class in a home. Two of 
the churches have weekly sessions to train lay preachers. There are also 
numerous weekly home Bible lessons and small classes. A Sunday school is 
being started in a home and the Papiamento correspondence courses have 
the largest active enrollment they have had in Curacao. Remember these min- 
istries in your prayers. 

Much of Nancy and Paul’s adjustment to the Dutth schools here is 
past, but it will always be difficult to study in a language not spoken at 
home. The children also find the studies more demanding here. They will 
appreciate your prayers. 

Letters from Wilbur Jr. and Ruth Ann at Wheaton College tell that 
they are enjoying their studies and are quite busy. Wilbur Jr. has declared 
a physics major and plays in the orchestra; Ruth Ann sings in the Women’s 
Glee Club. They both have good jobs, Ruth Ann’s job being in the college 
printing department. 

Furlough was refreshing. It thrills us to remember how friends have 
prayed, worked, promised support, and provided hospitality so that we could 
return to the field. Thank you for your part; we are grateful. Keep praying!

NURSING SCHOOL TO BE FORMED 


Plans for the establishment of a College of Nursing and Allied Health 
Sciences at Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center was announced 
today by Edward Blettner, Chairman of the Executive Board. It is antici- 
pated that the first undergraduate students admitted to the Coles will 
arrive in the fall of 1973. 

According to Dr. James A. Campbell, President, Rush-Presbyterian- 
St. Luke’s Medical Center, the College will offer curriculum ranging 
from certificate and baccalaureate degree programs in Allied Health 
through a Doctor of Science in Nursing. 

The educational programs of the new College will be totally inte- 
gtated with the health delivery system of the Medical Center. ‘Students 
will train in the laboratories and classrooms of Rush Medical College as 
well as in the patient care areas of Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital and its 
network affiliates,’ Dr. Campbell said. 

The reactivation of Rush Medical College in the fall of 1971 empha- 
sized the Medical Center's commitment to improve the health care de- 
livery system by increasing the production of physicians in the State of 
Illinois. Recognizing that it takes six to eight nursing and allied health 
personnel to support every physician in rendering care, the new College 
will train qualified nursing and allied health graduates to help man the 
health care system. 

The Medical Center’s interest in nursing education dates back to 1885 
when St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing was founded. In 1903, Pres- 
byterian Hospital established a nursing school, and when the two hos- 
pitals merged, the Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing 
was formed in 1957. Its operations were suspended in 1967 with a view 
toward eventually developing a baccalaureate program as part of the Rush 
system. 

Named Dean‘of the new College, effective July 1st, is Dr. Luther 
Christman. He is presently Dean and Professor of Nursing, Vanderbilt 
University, School of Nursing, Nashville, Tennessee. 

In making the announcement, Dr. Campbell said Christman was chos- 
en for his reputation as innovator in nursing education and administra- 
tion. He was the unanimous choice of the Medical Center’s Executive 
Board.

Approximately 300 people 
attended. Many enjoyed the tours of the hospital which were con- 
ducted by the Volunteers. 

Later in the evening we all met again at the SHETHIBA Chicago 
Hotel for cocktails around the swimming pool and dinner in the 
Crystal Ballroom. We were most honored to have with us Dr. 
Luther Christman, newly appointed Dean of the College of Nursing 
and Allied Health. As was promised last year by Mr. Gail Warden, 
further information regarding the College of Nursing was offered to 
us and the highlights of his speech are reprinted elsewhere in this 
issue. One item pointed out by Mr. Warden was the distinct need 
of support—both financial and moral for the new College of Nurs- 
ing. Your Board of Directors recognizes this need and whole :heart- 
edly supports the concept of the College of Nursing. We have, in 
fact, set up an ad hoc finance committee chaired by Edna Travers 
to review the holdings of the Association to determine what if any 
funds might be suitable to invest in the future of nursing education 
at Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center. 

The board has also met with Mr. Warden on several occasions 
in small groups and an entire board to discuss with him ways and 
means by which we as a Board and as individual Alumni members 
might support the College. We hope to be sending more of this 
information to each of you in the very near future. 

Check your 1973 calendar—the third Thursday in April falls 
during the Lenten Season—so we have moved Homecoming up a 
week—to April 26, 1973—the fourth Thursday, so mark your cal- 
endar now. Hope to see you then. Have a pleasant summer!

HIGHLIGHTS OF MR. WARDEN’S SPEECH 


Mr. Gail Warden’s discussion centered on the following: 

1. Physical development within the Rush Medical Center 
2. Current events with the College of Nursing 
3. Alumni participation in the School of Nursing 

Concerning physical development, Mr. Warden discussed the completion 
of PAR, Surgical Intensive Therapy, Dialysis unit, present construction of 
parking lot for 1500 cars, pending construction of Medical Intensive Coro- 
nary Care Unit and pending development of branch hospital and affiliated 
network chain to serve one million people. 

Concerning the College of Nursing, Mr. Warden discussed the appoint- 
ment of Dr. Luther Christman as Dean; types of programs to be offered, and 
the possibilities for the physical structure of the School of Nursing. 

Concerning Alumni support, Mr. Warden indicated that we would be 
helpful in the recruitment of faculty and students, and in an Annual Fund 
Giving Program. 

Mr. Warden then discussed the possibilities of establishing the Golden 
Lamp Society of Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center which would 
be comprised of nursing Alumnae and their friends whose active and abiding 
interest in high quality patient care is directed toward increasing the potential 
of nurses to serve mankind. 

The purpose of the Golden Lamp Society would be 

1. To strengthen interest in Rush-Presbyterian-St. Luke’s Medical Center 
College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences. 

2. To provide assistance and counsel of Golden Lamp members to the 
Medical Center. 

3. To provide annual financial support that will set a standard of living 
for others to follow. 

4. To hold meetings and seminars at which plans and accomplishments 
of the College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences can be discussed. 


5. To sponsor professional conferences and clinics for the benefit of 
Golden Lamp members and friends. 

Mr. Warden indicated that further information regarding fund raising 
aspects of the College of Nursing would be forthcoming.

INTRODUCING DR. CHRISTMAN 


Dr. Luther Christman has been named dean of the newly formed Rush 
College of Nursing and Allied Health Sciences and its director of nursing 
affairs. 


Dr. Christman was dean and professor of nursing, Vanderbilt University 
School of Nursing, Nashville, Tennessee. He was also professor of sociology, 
College of Arts and Sciences, Vanderbilt University, and director of nursing, 
Vanderbilt University Hospital. 


Dr. Campbell said Christman was chosen for his reputation as innovator 
in nursing education and administration. He was the unanimous choice of 
- the Medical Center’s Executive Board. 


At Vanderbilt, Dr. Christman was instrumental in the reorganization of 
the nursing school’s curriculum and administration. He was also responsible 
for doubling the size of the school’s faculty and student body. According to 
Christman, innovations in the curriculum emphasized educating nurses as 
applied scientists. Didactic learning is followed by practical experience with 
supervision from the clinical faculty whose orientation is centered on the day- 
to-day application of information learned in the classroom. 


Dr. Christman received a diploma from the Pennsylvania School of Nurs- 
ing for Men in 1939. He is a graduate of Temple University, where he 
earned a B.S. in nursing and an Ed.M. in clinical psychology. In addition, 
Dr. Christman holds a Ph.D. degree from Michigan State University in soci- 
ology and anthropology. He is a member of Sigma Theta Tau (nursing hon- 
orary society) and Alpha Kappa Delta (sociology honorary society). 


As a national figure in nursing, his numerous memberships in academic 
and professional organizations include the American Nurses’ Association, the 
American Association of Deans of College and University Schools of Nursing, 
and the American Association for the Advancement of Science. He is regional 
associate on the staff of the National Commission for the Study of Nursing 
and Nursing Education, member of the Panel of Consultants to the Commis- 
sion on Nursing of the American Medical Association, and member of the 
Health Services Advisory Committee of the Association of American Medical 
Colleges, Washington, D. C.
